Claims 1-3, and 8 are presented for examination. Claims 4 - 7 are canceled. 



Allowable Subject Matter 



3. Claims 1-3, and 8 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the record of prior art 
does not show an electric motor having insulation sheets wherein each of insulation sheets 
including a folding portion and inserting portions (or two inserting portions as recited in claim 2) 
with distal ends extending fi^om the slots of stator core (or as least one slot of the stator core, as 
recited in claim 8) to be positioned away fi-om a centerline of the folding portion, so that the 
insulation sheets are fixed by drawing the distal ends fi-om inside the stator core.
